Kighteen of the bishops have united in a 
symposium, which will appear in this week's 
issue of the Northwestern Christian Adve- 
vate in which they will denounce Mr, Can- 
non’s position and urge the neressity ofthose 
who desire legislation favorable to temper- 
ance to defeat him for reélection as speaker. 
Cannon hegan tast May 
when he refused to accede to the request to 
favor the Littlefield bill made by a commit- 
tee of twenty-five, representing the genera! 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal church 
then in session in the eity of Baltimore. 


This committee was made up of represent- 
ative laymen and ministers. 
Hanly of Indiana and Gov, EB. W. Hoch of 
Kansas were two of the members of the com- 
mittee. 
The committee went in a body to Washing- 
ton and urged upon Mr. Cannon the desira- 
bility of the passage of the Littlefield bill.

Frank Leo Piatoweki, 22 Ayers court, and 
Adam Tobias! $1 West Division street, both 
19 years old, confessed to the coroner’s jury 
their part in the killing of the old French- 
man, but insisted that John Kapusta, alias 
“ Cabbage '’ Kruger, whose parents live at 
834 North Carpenter street, fired the fatal 
The jury recommended that Piatow+ 
ski and Tobias be kept in custody and that 
Kapusta, whose name is the Polish word for 
cabbage, be “i apprehended.” 

The nolice have circumstantial evidence 
that Kapusta, who is 22 years old, is the 
slayer of John Griegel, who last Friday night 
was found dead in his room, 318 Milwaukee 
avenue. Kapusta's photograph was posi- 
tively identified by Mrs. Jennie Hayman as 
that of the stranger who accompanied Grie- 
gel there when he éngaged rooms for two on 
the previous Monday. 


Adimit Other Holdups.

Al) of the four Kings county dis- 
tricta cast decisive. majorities against his 
renomination. The Kings county totale 
showed a net vote of more than two to one 
against the governor. 

kinds of inferences were Grawn to- 
night from the figures by advocates and op- 
ponents of the governor's renomination. 
Chairman Timothy Lc Woodruff of the re- 
publican state committee declined to make 
any comment atall. Representative Herbert 
Parsons, chairman of the republican county 
committee, said: | 

“ The vote shows there is a strong Hughes 
sentimrent among certain elements that vote 
the republican ticket and among others a 
bitter opposition to him, the opposition being 
in the, foreign borm and tenement house dis- 
tricts. In the districts that Gov. Hughes 
carried the delegates to the convention will, 
of course, be for his renomination.”’ 

Mr. Parsons figured that Gov. Hughes wil! 
have 73 delegates out of 187 in Manhattan 
and the Bronx.

HEARST DIGS UP BRYAN’S PAST. 


Declares Commoner Called Union Men 
“Public Beggars’’—Flays Haskell 
as Workers’ Foe. 


Davenport, Ia., Sept. 8.—[{ Special. ]—In his 
Labor day speech in this city Wiliam Ran- 
dolph Hearst paid his respécts to William 
Jennings Bryan, democratic nominee for 
president, and Charles N. Haskell, treasurer 
of the democratic national committee.

Four hundred or more Chicago high school 
pupils—both boys and girle-—ere facing the 
prospect of shmmary suspension from the 
city schoo! system, possibly. before the end 
of the week. | 

Surprised into immediate action by Tym 
THRIBUND’s anhouncement yesterday of the 
fraternities abd ‘sororities’ plane for open 
@efiance of the hew ‘ anti-frat” rule, Pres- 
ident Schneid@r of the school board called 
sSeyeral of thé high schoo) princi 
eonference in ‘the afternoon, and instructed 
them to suspend at once any pupil who fre- 
quents a fraternity house or otherwise 
shows he is retaining his membership in 
the tabooed organizations. 

The immedigte objects of Mr. Schneider's 
drastic action probably will be the Omicron 
Kappa Pi and Gamma Sigma fraternities 
at the Hyde Park High school. As pre- 
dicted, the “Trat’’ houses of these socie- 
ties, at 406 Fifty-seventh street and 5428 
Monroe avenue respectively, were open dur- 
ing the day and running full tilt, the boys 
going in and out and lounging on the porches 
without the slightest attempt at secrecy. 


Surprised, but Acts at Once. 

The presidept refused at first to believe 
the board's edict was being defied so openly. 
Agents of the board had reported that 
“everything Was going to be guiet."" Prin- 
cipal Hiram 8B; Loomis said that, so far 
as he knew, the “frat’’ houses were not 
being occupied.’ A brief conversation with 
Tue TRIBUNE'S, representative, however, 
convinced -him that the rule was being dis- 
regarded, and Principal Loomis and Prin- 
cipal Spencer R, Smith of the Wendell Phil- 
lips High school were called into a hasty 
conference. 

“T’ll suspend these boys at once—every 
one of them—if they keep their house open,”’ 
said Mr. Schneider. “ This rule is going to 
be enforeed to the letter. I shall instruct 
truant officers to investigate the situation 
at once.’ 

Principal Léomis was disinclined to accept 
the frequenting of a fraternity house ak evi- 
dence of membership in a secret organiza- 
tion. 

‘T would just as soon suspend fifty as 
one,”’ he said; -‘‘ but I want to be perfectly 
sure of what I am doing before I do it. 
For the present I am conducting my school 
on the assuniption that the fraternities do 
not exist.’ 

This, however, was not vigorous enough 
for President Schnelder. 

“Tf they frequent their fraternity houses 
they are to beisuspended,’’ he said. ‘‘ That's 
evidence enough.” 


Plight of Secret Societies, 

The fraternity boys and sorority girle will 
have to show their hands today or tomorrow. 
As each pupil registered yesterday he or she 
received a cépy of the pledge by which a 
promise not to join a fraternity or to with- 
draw from mémbership if already a member 
is to be exactéd from every one in the school 
system. These were taken home to be coun- 
tersigned. by the pupils’ parents and mufét be 
returned to the various principals at once. 

If President: Sechneider’splan is carried out, 
réfusal to sig# this pledge will be followed by 
immediate suspension. The high school prin- 
cipals, However, are | inclined to wait for au- 
thority from the schoo! attorney before mak- 
ing the sighing compulsory. 

That many of the pledges will be returmed 
unsigned is certain.
